Miss Amelia M 
Greene and Miss Susie W. Swinburne 
have been the efficient assistants of Mr 
Littlefield in the office of the local com 
mittee.

Been. . The doors of the Casino were al- 
so thrown open on this afternoon, and 
the visitors given a free view of this 
far-famed institution. Thursday after 
noon Capt. Tates and officers and men 
of the Training Squadron extended the 
courtesies of the occasion to the visits 
ors.

the training ship New Hampshire and 
shown hqw. and where the boys live 
and how they "are instructed. After 
which they went on shore and the ma-

It is a temptation at such a time to 
throw asitle the cold pages of manu- 
script which have been prepared with- 
out the inspiration of such a presence, 
and to give tho short, hour to a sponta- 
neous interchange of thought ttpou the 
hopes and fears, disappointments and 
successes, shortcomings and great pos- 
sibilities which are common to us all 
in our work. I shall be more than sat- 
isfied, if I can help you to a more 
healthful view of the problems which 
enter into our daily lives and enable 
you to take up your burden from day 
to day more cheerfully and more hope- 
fully. In speaking of the teachers' du- 
ty to bis office, I would urge first the 
cultivation of a proper sense of the dig- 
nity of your work, and of its peculiar 
responsibilities. 
Not a word too much 


has ever been said about the sacred- 
ness of your calling and the need of 
the highest wisdom In' discharging its 
duties. Have you ever thought just 
what .the nature of its responsibility 
is? We are not fine artificers in gold 
and silver. A maker of telescopes has 
told mo that he works for many months 
upon the surface of a single great lens. 
A false movement of the hand at any 
moment, and the toil of months, or 
years, itmay be, is thrown away. A block 
of spotless marbje is committed to the 
sculptor, and just as a form of beauty, 
faultless in proportion and in every de- 
tail, is appearing as the result of pa- 
tient toil, a false movement of the chis- 
cl mars the work, and the exultant feel- 
ing of the artist gives way to disap- 
pointment. But to our hands are com- 
mitted not metals or glass or marble, 
but immortal minds to be guided and 
moulded. What skill, what regrets, 
what labor shall ever obliterate the re- 
sults of negligence or poor workman- 
ship on our part? A fuller conscious- 
ness that your labor from day to day is 
going far to determine the character of 
the men and women into whom your 
scholars are so rapidly growing; that 
the quality of tho work you are doing 
from day to day will absolutely appear 
and reappear in the character of tho in- 
tellectual and moral Influence exerted 
in later years by your pupils and by 
those who feel their influence in turn, 
cannot fail to inspire you ,vjti, higher 


fixiid laws and principles. Preeminent- 
ly must this bo true of one who deals 
with so subtle a thing as mind. Yet 
does not much of our teaching proceed 
upon principles at direct variance with 
laws of the mind, which are as well de- 
fined and as easily comprehended as the 
most common physical laws? Let mo 
take a very siinpleillustratiou—We will 
suppose a class of children to be begin- 
ning the study of botany. The lesson

Many a parent says, the mo- 
ment his child leaves his spelling book 
and arithmetic-"! do not want my 
child to study Algebra and Latin and a 
mess of trash which he will never use " 
But, my friend, the teacher may answer 
does nature lead your child to walk ami 
run and mmp, because she intends that 
no snail be a courier or an acrobat' Do 
you encourage him to enter the gymna- 
siani, because you intend that he shall 
ue a teacher of gymnastics? -By no 
means. Nature in the one case,|or tlie lia- 
rent, in the other, knows that whatever 
tlie child's future, he will bo in absolute 
need of physical strength. The foun- 
dation of physical power must be laid 
during the years of childhood. Equally 
true is it that your child can never de- 
velop mental power without long-con- 
tinued and regular mental exercise;

"A dollar and a half," said the man, 


sholdering his tools. 


"Why did you spend all that labor on 


the job if not for the money?" 


"For the job sir." 
"Nobody would have seen the poor 


work on it." 


"But I should have known it was 


there. No; I'll take only the dollar 
and a half." And he took it and wont 
away.

Years after this Webster was passing 


through the city of New York. An im- 
portant insurance case was to be tried 
tltat clay, and one of the counsel had 
been suddenly prostrated by illness. 
Money was no object, and Webster was 
asked to name his terms and conduct 
tbe case. 


"It is preposterous," said he, "to ex- 


pect me to prepare a legal argument at 
a few hours' notice." 


But when they insisted that lie should 


look afc the papers, ho consented. It 
was his old twenty-dollar case over 
again, and, having a remarkable mem- 
ory, he had all the authorities iu his 
mind, and won the suit. The Court 
knew that he had no time for prepara- 
tion, and wfls astonished at tlio -skill 
ivith which he handled the case. 


"So you sec," said Webster as lie 


covicluded, "I \vas handsomely paid, 
lioth in fame and money, for the jour- 
ney; 
and the moral is that good work 


is rewarded in the end, though, to be 
sure, one's self-approval .should he 
enough."

Bow To Milk. 


The Thoroughbred Stock Journal 


concludes an article on milking with 
these sensible remarks; 


"It is acknowledged by all that the 


process should be gone through witli 
as quickly as possible, as when the 
milk commences to flow freely from tlie 
teats, the flow should not be allowed to 
react until all. the .milk that is possible 
has been obtained. Stripping should 
always bo avoided. For instance take 
a cow that gives eighteen or twenty 
quarts of milk; there are very few 
milkers that can grasp the teat with thu 
wholu hand and continue a rapid milk- 
ing until the finish, but by using a wet 
teat, when the hands become tired, to 


Owners of horses 
should remember as they go to the 
shade for a resting spell ami a drink of 
cool water, or something else, that is 
.pleasant anil refreshing, that their more 
wearied horses need to slake tlieir thirst

vent digestion of the noon feed. After 
the afternoon's work Hie horse comes 
in still more wearied and suffering, and 
is attacked with a fit of colic. This is 
the history of many a case in which a 
good horse is thrown away and lost by 
i> careless or thoughtless owner. 


keep up the rapidity of the flow, it is 
necessary to change the stripping pro- 
cess, not however, by allowing the teats 
to pass through the thumb and index 
finger, as a more even pressure can be 
obtained by allowing it to pass through 
tlic index or second finger, mid by a 
firm bntgentlo pressure as tlie teat puss- 
es through the fingers you get a strong- 
er How of milk than by any other 
method. Some cow's teats are so small 
that the grasping process is thoroughly 
impractical. We advise the milking 
with a wet teat.as you can milk more 
easily and it is certainly more in har- 
mony with nature. Kindness and gen- 
tleness with your cows are things that 
arc greatly conducive to a liberal flow 
of milk." 


Cultivation of Buckwheat 


It has been said that buckwheat occu- 


pies the same position among grains as 
the donkey does among animals—useful 
but not popular. It will grow on the 
poorest of sandy soils, can be sown later 
than any other grain; and is one of the 
best crops for cleaning the land and for 
killing wire worms and other injurious 
grubs. It lias been extensively used 
for plowing in as a manure. But 
though it has proved beneficial for this 
purpose, it is not as good as many other 
crops that might be used, such as white 
and red clover. 


Buckwheat is often sown too early. 


When too early, the hot sun is apt too 
blast the flowers. 
Iii some parts of 


New Englrnd it is sown early in June, 
even before com is planted. It is best 
to sow this early in all sections where 
there is danger of frosty nights early 
in the. fall, as a slight frost often de- 
stroys the crop, but it is usually not 
sown until July. We must endeavor

your inspirations strengthened in the 
great work' you have in hand at the 
birthplace of American free schools. On 
the last day of February KBO-JO Robert 
Lentliall, a learned clergyman, who had 
been silenced at Weymouthfor promul- 
gating the dogma that persons should 
be admitted to the church only upon 
tho confession of their faith, having 
wended his way through the intervening 
forest arrived on this island, where the 
discarded minister was 
allowed 
to 


preach, and in'the beginning of the fol- 
lowing August in the employment of 
the municipality, lie opened a free pub- 
lic school, for the keeping of which he 
was paid from the rosourses of thcsame 
municipality. This we claim to have 
lecn the first free school organized un- 
ler municipal control and supported by

We are a company of school-master* 


and school-mistresses, but if we had 
not been abroad numerously, as Arte- 
mas Ward would 'say, the revolution 
that ebbed and flamed about this old 
town in the dayi of our' fathers would 
havo resulted in a social paudenionium, 
to be followed by a military despotism. 
Such is tho course of revolution spring- 
ing from ignorance, as we see illustra- 
ted in the history of Prance. 


Advancing we find that tho splendid 


achievmcuts,.tho- universal comfort, 
and unparalleled prosperity crowded 
into our century of national life have 
descended from . tho high places of 
learning and religon. 


Some peopto accept the fruitage of 


the schools as tliey.do the fruitage of 
the earth, as ah outcome of natural 
laws about which they need have no- 
concern, responsibility or gratitude': 
But thoughtful people have learned 
better, and the civilized world at last 
is waking up to the necessity and val- 
ue of popular education and bcstrivinp; 
itself to organize aiid advance (his fun- 
damental interest of government of 
peoples. 


The progress of tbe last fifty years, ' 


in educational matters, 'has been as sur- 
prising as have'been the triumphs in- 
the fields of industrial enterprise. The 
discoveries in science and tlie inven- 
tions in art within that period have rev- 
olutionized the whole structure and 
machinery of society. Wai-; agricul- 
ture, manufactures, domestic and for- 
eign trade, tho. conveniences of the poor 
and the luxuries of «ie rich as thcj-e\- 
st today, are a new creation of our 
modern civilization and that is an off- 
spring of popular education.
